AVE YOU BEEN reading our sum- 
maries of the Iowa State College 
studies on Our Changing Agriculture? 
The fourth in the series begins on 
page 26. A term used in it may be new 
to you. But an understanding of it may 
spell the difference between success and 
failure in your farm operation. 


The term we're talking about is 
“organization of resources.” What 
does it mean? 


In simplest terms, farming is just a 
business of using such resources as money 
and manpower to produce food. But 
figuring out just how to make the best 
use of what money and manpower you 
have can get pretty complicated. 

You can invest money in many pro- 
duction items, and in countless combi- 
nations of these items. Capital is used 
for machinery, oil and gas, seed, ferti- 
lizer, hogs, cattle, chickens, feed, live- 
stock equipment, and of course, land. 

Decisions must be made on how to 
allot your capital and your family labor 
to such items. 


Profits will be highest when you 
figure out the best possible organi- 
zation of your resources—land, oper- 
ating capital, and labor. 


This calls for enough land, owned or 
rented, to use your equipment and labor 
efficiently. It calls for a large enough 
livestock operation to make best use of 
your capital and labor.

Here is where new techniques will be 
brought into use in the coming years 
First, we'll need accurate cost, profit, and 
labor requirement figures for each farm 
enterprise. 

Then the job of finding the optimum 
combination of resource use may be re- 
duced to pure mathematics. We can prob- 
ably use electronic “brains” to get an- 
swers to the complicated problems. 


At present, our average farm fam- 
ily in Iowa is not matched with 
enough land and other resources to 
get maximum returns per hour 
worked. 


A better organization of resources 
means much more than higher income, 
however. Plans to get optimum use of 
resources, tailored to each farm and each 
family, will keep our system of family 
farming in a secure position. 

Furthermore, there’s no need to fear

business to any other area if we're using 
our abundant resources wisely.

AN YOU grind feed for a nickel a 
ton? Sounds impossible. But Dean 
Gruben, Ogle county, Illinois, says it can 
be done. And he’s got records to prove 
it 
Nearly 2 years ago Gruben installed a 
low capacity feed grinder-blender. He 
was tired of spending an hour twice a 


week grinding for hogs 


“The old method was expensive, 
too,” says Gruben. “Now we set the 
2-hour timer and go off to the field. 
When we come back we've got a 
load of ground, mixed feed.” 

In the 22 months of grinding for 600 
head of hogs, their power use has been 
800 kilowatts of electricity. This includes 
all feed elevating costs as well as for the 
2 hp grinder 

Initial cost for the grinder, elevator, 
piping, spouts, overhead bin modifica- 
tions and concrete came to about $1000 
The small mill handles about 1000 pounds 
of feed per hour 

On most automatic grinders an auto- 
matic shutoff stops the operation when- 
ever a bin or hopper becomes empty or 
n ingredient ceases to flow. This pre-

In this agriculture’s 
progress has been spectacular 
The changes that brought about 
this economic growth have made 
adjustments necessary, however

A large share of the ad- 
justments in agriculture fall 
to farm people themselves. 
Recent adjustments in the 
use of land, labor, and capi- 
tal (agricultural resources) 
have been remarkable. Even 
so, a considerable imbal- 
ance still exists. 

So the full gains from eco- 
nomic growth haven't been 
reaped either by farm families 
or by the economy as a whole 

This can be readily seen by 
taking a broad view of agricul- 
ture. If every farm family had 
a full set of machinery and am- 
ple land, the number of fami- 
lies needed to grow our food 
and fiber would be consider- 
ably smaller than at present. 

Consolidation of small, un- 
economic farms into effective 
family farming units would be a 
big factor in raising income per 
farm family. 

Had these adjustments fully 
kept up with new know-how, 
farm incomes would now be 
higher in total and much higher 
per family and per worker

says Wise Burroughs, well known Iowa 
State researcher. Small differences in 
carcass characteristics may well over- 
shadow differences in hormone costs, he 
adds 

In Minnesota trials, steers fed stilbes- 
trol gained faster at lower cost than 
those implanted. And a decrease in car- 
cass grades from implanting made the 
margin difference even greater. Profit 
was $2.73 per head more for those re- 
ceiving stilbestrol in the feed 

Some feeding trials have given little 
difference in carcass grades with either 
oral or implanted stilbestrol. More re- 
search is needed before we know for 
sure about effects on carcasses 

Most cattle feeders have noted no dif- 
ference in selling price for stilbestrol 
cattle 

“We've been feeding it for about 4 
years,” says E. V. Willenborg, Dubuque 
county, lowa, cattle feeder. “So far we've 
gotten no discount for the cattle.” 


What about other hormone growth 
promoters? 


Recently, other hormones have come 
into the cattle feeding picture. One 
a progesterone-estradiol benzoate known 
commercially as synovex—is implanted 
Research at Nebraska and Kansas State 
showed about the same response from 
synovex as from stilbestrol 

The Kansas scientists believe synovex 
implanted animals may be slightly more 
efficient than those implanted with stil- 
bestrol. But stilbestrol implanting costs 
considerably less 


Should heifers get stilbestrol or 
other hormones? 


Response to stilbestrol has been less 
with heifers than with steers. And un- 
desirable side effects including prolapse 
of the vagina have been noted in some 
feeding trials. 

But Iowa State researchers noted no 
undesirable side effects when up to 20 
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nilligrams per head per day were fed 
They recommend the 10 milligram feed- 
ing for heifers intended for slaughter 
The Iowa State scientists also feel side 
effects are greater from implanting

How about stilbestrol for wintering 
steers? 


Three years results at Kansas State in- 
dicate stilbestrol implants increase winter 
gains. The amount of increase seems to

Synovex implanted animals also showed 


improved gains and feed efficiency with 
high roughage wintering rations. With 


both implants, costs of gain—including 
cost of implanting—were less for the 
implanted groups 

Growth promoting hormones have a 
place in most cattle feeding programs. 
They can mean extra profit for you

New PTO speed

Faster speed means more power;

|= FALL tractors are sched- 

uled to appear on the mar- 
ket with a higher power take-off 
(PTO) speed. New standards for 
PTO’s were recently approved 
by the American Society of Ag- 
ricultural Engineers 

Why are changes needed 
in PTO’s? 

That’s a fair question. The 
real reason is that we've out- 
grown the rather small power 
transmission requirements when 
present standards were agreed 
upon in the early 1920's 

At that time folks used PTO’s 
to drive such machines as grain 
binders, headers, mowing ma- 
chines, and others that used 
little power 

More and more machines have 
been converted to PTO drive 
A great many need a lot of 
power to operate efficiently 
You probably have one or mors 
of these pieces of equipment 
hay balers, combines, choppers 
hammer mills, to mention jus 
a few.

How to figure 

corn in a bin 

To the Editor: How do 

you figure the amount of 
ear and shelled corn in a 
bin? J. G., Floyd county, 
lowa. 


For ear corn, multiply the 
length times the width times the 
average depth corn, all in 
feet, then multiply by 0.4. If 
the crib is round multiply the 
distance around the crib by the 
diameter by the depth in corn, 
all in feet. Then divide by 10 

For shelled corn, multiply 
length by width by depth, all in 
feet, and multiply by 0.8. If the 
bin is round, multiply the cir- 
cumference by the diameter by 
the height, all in feet, and divide

This brightens price 
prospects for this fall. At least part of this is due to the 
smaller number of pigs saved. Gastroenteritis hit local areas 
hard. Marketings from the increased early farrowings will 
still kick off the fall price decline earlier than usual. But 
prices may not drop as low as many folks are guessing 


OUR FALL PIG CROP is on the increase. The March 
survey indicated plans for 13 percent more farrowings in 
the June-August period. If this is carried on thru the year, 
it would be tough on 1959 prices. It’s more likely that most 
of the fall increase will be in early farrowings, just as with 
the spring pigs. Watch the pig crop report in our next issue 
for later estimate 


INCREASING HOG NUMBERS for 1959 fits right 
in with the 4 to 6 year hog cycle that’s been showing up 
since the war. Hog numbers had been hitched to the 
corn crop and the corn-hog ratio. But since 1948, we've 
been thru two complete cycles and are starting a third. 
Often the movement has not been in line with corn-hog 
ratio indications. Corn support programs have assured 
feeders a supply of feed, tho not always at favorable 
prices.
